Seeding a Blend or Mixture Is Best 


You can never accurately predict the weather which will follow after you 
have completed your seedings. Different legumes and grasses prosper under 
somewhat different conditions. Thus, a blend of two or more varieties; or a 
mixture of alfalfa and clover can well mean having some legume present to 
a greater extent than, if you had seeded either alone. Mixtures of legumes 
and grasses have many advantages, provided that they are compatable mix- 
tures and not “potluck.” See page 13 for Berry's field proven mixtures. . Your 
attention is especially called to pages 8 and 9 for revolutionary news of 
Berry's Special Purpose Alfalfa Blends.

soif test will determine whether your soil is sweet or acid. Legumes grow 
best in a sweet soil More cftén than not poor stands result from soils that 
are so acid the seedlings cannot survive. Test your soil and be sure. Al- 
ways inoculé@te legume seeds. See page 18. 


Fertilize According to Soil Tests 
Starvation shortens the life and lowers the productivity of your legume 
stand. Phosphate is usually the most needed élement in Corn Belt soils. 
Legumes thrive on plenty of phosphorous with or under the seed. Berry's 
store manager is familiar with different soil types and their deficiencies. 


Pasturing the Nurse Crop Pays 


Winter grains very often make such rapid Spring growth that legume seed- 


ings suffer from shading. This is especially true with alfalfa. Pasturing up 


io the jointing stage of the grain is a very profitable livestock practice. In 
recent years many farmers are harvesting the grain in the milk or dough 
stage as silage. Proper pasturing of Spring or Winter grains never damages 
a seeding; far too many seedings have been killed by too much grain. 


Sow Your Seed Carefully Baia 


More seeds grow when covered to a depth of less than 1 inch Seed sown 
deeper is usually lost. A firm, fine textured seed bed provides your best : 
chance of seed placement at the proper depth and allows each seed to be 
firmly in contact with the soil around it Don’t waste seed. See the sowing 
chart at the bottom of this page for the proper seeding rates.

Plant breeders are constantly striving.to produce better varieties of crops for the American Farmer. 
Approximately 20 years of intensive activity were required to develop the Vernal Alfalfa. Most of the 
breeding work was done in Wisconsin and it is a variety that shows tremendous promise. 

Some of the men in the U. S. D. A. section of Forage Crops and Diseases say it is hard to put a 
dollar and cents value on these new Alfalfas, but assuming the new Vernal to be worth $4.00 an acre 
more to the farmer than the next best varieties, they should have at least added $20,000,000.00 annually 
to the income of the American farmer. 

In Iowa State College tests, Vernal has out-yielded Ranger, Buffalo, Ladak, Grimm by about 15% 
On the average. Tests in Wisconsin indicate that it has greater winter hardiness there than the Ranger, 
and also higher resistance against bacterial wilt. Those are the two factors that cause more killing of 
Alfalfa in the northern part of the United States than anything else. 

Other tests indicate that it has the capacity to stay green longer where other varieties yellow due 
to drought, insects, or disease. It is both fine stemmed and still a heavy yielder, producing forage ofa 
dark green color, and when you combine all of these characteristics into one Alfalfa, you may know 
that you have something that is unusually good. 

While Vernal Alfalfa has shown up well in various tests in most states in the central and northern 
Corn-Belt area, we have had some reports which would lead us to believe that as in a variety itself it 
might not be always so outstanding. Therefore if you are interested in Vernal, we would recommend 
you study our northern Beef and Dairy Blend and central Beef and Dairy Blend on page 6 of the 
catalog because we have a good heavy amount of Vernal in both of these and believe you will see 
the best results from this and other Alfalfas in a blend of this type, and that is what we would recom-

We have certified Ranger in the Blue Tag quality. While Ranger is a 
very hardy Alfalfa, your state agricultural authorities will tell you that it 
is not necessary to have the seed grown in the north to maintain this 
hardiness. They stress that it is important that the’seed come from fields 
that are growing from approved foundation seed stock for a period of 
not to exceed six years. If that is done, California grown seed is equally 
as hardy as northern grown. That is why many advocate Certified seed 
when southern seed is used. 


We generally have both Northern and Southern Certified seed while 
our non-certified seed, as described above, comes chiefly from central or 
northern or northwestern areas.

You will find either northern or southern certified equally satisfactory and equally 
hardy. It is all Blue Tag quality. As explained under Buffalo in opposite column, 
you do not have to sow Gro-Coated Brand Ranger at as heavy a rate as the same 
Certified seed without this protection.

It has vigorous growth habit, more rapid recovery 
after a cutting than many alfalfas and splendid yielding records. 
Not as fine stemmed as Grimm but generally a heavier growth and 
that is what a great many farmers like. We use only hardy north- 
ern seed in Lot Gold which includes the states of Montana, Idaho, 
Dakota, Nebraska, Oregon, Wyoming, Washington, Kansas, Colo- 
rado and Utah. We consider this as hardy as any common that is 
available.

Then again some 
desire a high quelity but low cost alfalfa seeding they plan to use mainly for soil 
building purposes. It is to fill these distinctly different needs that Berry has devel- 


oped 6 new blends. They are designed to give you the maximum in quality, produc- 
tion and all around outstanding performance. 


BERRY’S “BEEF AND DAIRY” BLENDS 


Farmers in beef and dairy production generally want a‘stand of alfalfa that will last 
a long time. They want hardy and disease resistant alfaltas. They’ want heavy pro- 
duction and fine quality feed, This is also excellent for general farming where 
legume meadows are needed. 

We have observed that there is a variation in height of plants between different 
varieties. Our blends are designed to produce maximum leaf growth for therein lies 
most of the feeding value. By having some with higher, some medium and some with 
lower growing leaf growth the feeding value is bound to be higher and yields greater. 

There is also a difference in flavor between alfalfa varieties and it is reasonable 


to assume that a variety in flavor may stimulate the appetite and cause increased 
consumption. 


“Northern.” This consists of all extra hardy types. The combination is approximately 
50% of the hardy, fine stemmed heavily productive and wilt resistant Ranger, the 
balance is Cossack, Ladak and Vernal all of which are noted for extra winter hardi-, ~ 
ness, fine hay quality and excellent yielding qualities.

We 
recommend this for all areas like central Iowa, North Central Illinois and Indiana and 
all of Ohio and Eastern states.

‘in it gives you much greater assurance of stands even if a severe winter should 
cause some of the Buffalo to die out.

By keeping them on pasture longer they reduce grain feeding costs 
and have hogs for market quicker. 


While we make particular reference to.Hog Growers, we also want to make it clear 
that this is a splendid blend to sow where you like ordinary rotations or to take the 
place of Red Clover. We consider this as hardy as any of the average Red Clover 
seedings. Many farmers like it better than Red Clover because it is more productive 
in the way of hay or pasture. You do not particularly need the wilt resistant variety 
in a short rotation although this blend contains some of them. When you plow alfalfa 
under in the second or third year, we consider it equally satisfactory to Red Clover 
for soil building. Old alfalfa sods sometimes do not respond as well] the next year 
after plowing under. In a short rotation like this the alfalfa does equally well and we 
could recommend it highly for that purpose. 

Here we still aim for a maximum of leafy growth. We want sufficient winter hardi- 
ness to survive most winters. There is some of the extra winter hardiness to help 
reduce winter damage but the emphasis is placed on the faster taller types. 

Our Hog Grower Blend contains hardy seed. The old reliable Midwestern or North- 
ern grown Alfalfa, much of which formerly was sold as Dakota 12, is the basic 
Alfalfa in this blend; about 50%. It also contains 40% Buffalo, the balance is Ranger, 
and Vernal. We recommend our Hog Grower Blend for a shorter rotation than many 
beef and dairymen want. It is an Alfalfa that we believe is ideally suited for hog 
raisers or any farmer wanting a top producing Alfalfa io be used in shorter rotations.

In order to make a female plant of Corn, you simply pull out the tassel, then 
you can select any other variety of Corn and the pollen from that will fertilize 
the ear of the detasseled plant and those ears therefore will have the cross- 
breeding. 


In Grain Sorghums, however, the male and female are all in one head. In 
breeding work it is necessary to pull out all the male portions of the flower so 
that it will be fertilized by another kind. This is entirely unadapted to field 
crossing. It was necessary first to develop Sorghum heads in which the male 
portion of the flowers were sterile. [It can bloom but shed no live pollen, therefore 
such a head cannot fertilize itself, it must get its male pollen from another plant.
